Washinotos, June 19.— Mr. Calhonn 
hubeen in freqnent oonniltatioii tho 
paattwo imjn with the preaident aud 

AsBietant Secretary Day in an endeavor 
to discharge himself of so much of his 
mission as will enable him to return to 
IllinoiH to attend to some pressiiig law 
business. He will return to Washinf?- 
ton, howeyer, next Wednesday to ru- 
rame his labors. The special commis- 
sioner already has redoced to the shape 
of a written report some of the lesnlts 
of observations, hat his work is far 
from complete. 

It i(i probable tliat the findin^rs of Mr. 
' Calhoun in the end will be entrusted to 
Mr. Woodford to take witli him to 
Madrid and Pui)port sueli reprt'senta- 
tiuns as lie may be ehar^ed to nuike to 
the Spanish Kovernment. it is also 
likely that upon Mr. Calhoun's return 
to Washington next week a full confer- 
ence will be lield between liim un i Mr. 
Woodford, who is expected to come 
over from New York for the pvirposo. 

Mr. Calhoun's oiticial investiKations 
were limited to the Ruiz case, but his 
observations while in Cuba on tlic 
progress at the rebellion have been laid 
before the president in an uuotheial 
way, and will have much weight. There 
is no doubt that an indemnity will be 
promptly aj<ked for tho family of tlie 
!ate Dr. Ruiz. Mr. Calhonn so reported, 
and the president will act uptm it. 

The United States will not make the 
demand on the ground that Dr. Ruiz 
wa.>i murdered, for that can not be 
proved, although drcamstances indi- 
cate that be was. Bnt a confession on 
the part of Spanish officials that he was 
kept imprisoned, out of commnnication 
with his friends, beyond the 72 honrs' 
limit, will be nrged as sofflcient gronud 
for an indemnity claim that Will proba- 
bly be fixed at |l60.000. 

Special Envoy Calhoon's nnofficial re- 
port on the rebellion has created the 
greatest interest here. It is known that 
be told the president Spain wonld not 
be able to put down the rebellion, and 
advised the necessity of an early inter- 
▼enti<m. He does not believe annexa- 
tion at this time advisable, bat believes 
the interference of this government is 
neocsiary to seonre Spuiish reforms, 
and a itrengthening of tne local anthor- 
i^ in goremmental affairs in the direc- 
tion of home mle. If poasible to attain 
it, the independence of the island would 
be the beat solation of the present prob- 
lem, according to Mr. Calhoun's idea. 
He is donbtfnTof the propriety of add- 
ing such a popolation as exists in Onba 
to that of the United States. 

The president will act very much in 
accordance with what Mr. Calhoun has 
suggested, it is thooght, and in a short 
time make known his views to congress. 
That it will be an intervention in favor 
of immediate cessation of hostilities is 
the opinion of those who have an inside 
knowledge of the administration's for- 
eign policy. And the preisident may 
even take the ground that the island 
should be free and propose terms to 
Spam. 

SPAIN WANTS TO "COMPROMISE.

Nkw Yokk, June i;».— A (li.-<patch to 
The World from Madrid says : Premier 
Oanovas is willing to pay the widow of 

Dr Ruiz $40,000. if the United States 
govt rnment will not press an official 
claiiu. The announcement of this fact 
has aroused vehement public opposition, 
which the Madrid press is inflaming. 
The newspapers blame the government 
for allowing Dr. Rnis to be killed, bnt 
censure it most for acknowledging it. 
They say Spain is "under the iron heels 
of the Yankees." 

Tlie lini)areial bitterly declares tliat 
"ncitlier Cuba nor a hundred C'ubas 
would be worth the sad Immiliatiou 
to wliii'h, in tlie iiaiueof the nation, tlie 
Canovas cabinet subjects us with de- 
ploi able freijuency. Recognition of the 
claim puts Spain as a nation beneath 
the Mdors, because this dentist, for 
w!;ose (leatli sui h an enormous sum will 
liave to be ijaid, was not killed in a 
Spaiusli prison, by undisciplined natives 
ami seiiii savages, but by functionaries 
of her Catholic majesty s government. " 

The jjrescnt Simnish demand for the 
trutli about Ciilja, already met by a 
fivtrle>.-, statement that the military sit- 
uation there is hoiieless, is answered 
now by the lirst derinite admis.sion ol' 
cruelty. Tho Spanish orticers" actions 
are n<)t so much deplored as their being 
dih'covered. while it is their being ac- 
knowledged that causes anguish. 

Senor Silvela, the leailer of a consid- 
erable section of the Spanish Conserva- 
tive i)art}', hostile to l-Temier Canovas, 
Etrongly indorses the war policy m Cu- 
ba, and has just said: "If it is true 
that the Cuban war is one of comiuest 
in order to subdue a ptople united 
against Spain, it cdiistitutes an iusolva- 
ble problem, and the island should have 
I been given up a year ago. ' ' 

Sucn a statement would have caused 
Fthe speaker to be publicly stoned if 
imade in the streets of Madrid, but it 
[was received with prolonged aud enthu- 
iastic cheers from a high-class audience 
{of Conservatives, packing a theater 
roof, was warmly commended by the 
Iberals and Independent press, aud 
ly psrfnnotorUy criticised by (h« Oon- 
r<i<maM. 



Tlie /jilieral paper, El (Jlol.o. s.iys : 
"Weyler has already had IT out of the 
2-4 mouths in which he promised to 
linish the war by the severe measures 
he learned to nse in tiie 10 yean' stmg- 

gle. 

"Weyler's Mariel trocha is calle<l a 
'horrible burial ditch for thousands' ; its 
military ellic.icy is declared to bi' such 
that it was traiKiuilly crossed liy Maceo, 
who only met his death by falling into 
Cirujedas's hands. Weyler's endeavor 
to snrround Cromez is cliaracterized as 
a 'four-months flourish, during which 
the rebel chief never left a small circle 
near the Jucuro trocha,' and the pacified 
provinces are admitted to be so only in 

name." 

Regarding the present plan to invade 
tho eastern half of (^nba. El Globo 
quotes from the report of General Se- 
tuuo that during the rainy seasons two 
battalions of fiOO were rcducpd to 300 
and 400 by yellow fever, cholera and 
dysentery, adding: "Daily marches, 
each costing lo per r^nt. the disabled 
requiring farther lo-iR of eight snldiers to 
each btretelier -are made in p irsuit of 
an invisible enemy, never open to at- 
tack ; an enemy that is never sarj):ised, 
for th(; country watches for it ; an ene- 
my whose plan of (Mmp.aign is to <leci- 
mate the troo))'^ \;y the mortality in the 
marches and the camps, and the rigor 
of the climate." 

Weyler's campaign generally is char- 
t'eri/ed as an expenditure of many 
.'outhsand immense resources in try- 
ing to destroy what in Cnba is inde- 
structible. 

LETTER FROM GOMEZ. 

H« la Ooafltlcnt of the SaeoMt of the 
Cuban'* Cansc. 

New York, June 19./— The Cuban 

junta has received a long lette;- from 
(rciieial Ma.Miiio (lomez, dated L:i- 
Ciloria, Sancti Spiritus, May Ki. (iomez 
writes: "I move freely among Wey- 
ler's swarming soldiers, and in the daily 
battles that occur the reports of mausers 
resound in the midst of smoke that 
arises from the work of incendiarism of 
the would-be victors. Weyler has been 
unable, despite all his eti'orts to compel 
me to change iny plans, and when he 
dares to announce that Las \ illas is 
pacified, we are defeating m oin ii tield 
his columns, aiid our cavalry, with its 
machete charges, routs theeuemy. Tliis 
wa-i done recently by the forces un<ler 
the Cuban brigadier, Jose Miguel 
(io.iie.',, and tluvse under Colonel ,Io>e 
L»e Monti-aguadi), andsimilar encounters 
are frequent, 

"When the large Spani.sh colnn.ns 
make the woods tremble with their can- 
nonade and musketry ; when they havu 
been coMipelled toexecute quick mar( hes 
and to hide during the night in their en- 
cam]>ini'iits in the woods, without dar- 
ing to light camptires for fear of oar 
tharpshooter'4, the papers in Sancti 
Spiritus assert that this part of the 
island is pacified. Similar assertion is 
made in re.'.pect to Pinar del Rio and 
Matunzas, thougli in these provinces 
continuous figliting is going on under 
the leadership of active and able utli- 
cers. But W eyler must lie in order to 
suit the Spanish government, to whom 
he owes obedience, and he lies impu- 
dently, as calmly as he beholds the 
sword of the assassin sink into the 
bosoms of women and children and old 
men. 

"The war continues with success in 
spite of Weyler, his men and his in- 
famy. I dare aflirm, bas(d upon my 
experience in this kind of warfare, that 
the winter campaign will soon be over, 
and our army will be unimjjaired, and 
the Spanish cause without anj' advan- 
tage. Tlie revolution is, therefore, 
stronger than ever, and we shall con- 
tinue without serious obstacle with 
greater faith as to the ultimate result. 

"If this devastating war, which is 
costing so many Cuban lives, and both 
Cuban and foreign property, must cease 
and peace is to come, it must bo with 
indeijendence. We hold very dear the 
lives of our gallant soldiers, and in or- 
der to spare them we are willing to 
make a pecuniary sacrifice, though we 
are convinced that independence will 
soon be reached. Spain's treasury it 
exhausted. She has been humiliated 
On the other hand, we feel bopefnl and 
strong, and we stand lirmly onited 
against her/[

Howard induct d a convict named Mont- 
gomery, who had charge of the tests, to 
falsely report that he was m the last 
stages of Bright's diseast . Tlie rei)ort 
was sent to Washington, togi ther with 
samples for analysis. 

At the last nnnute prison physicians 
became siLspicious, and Montgomery 
weakened and confessed. He had st?- 
cun d data from another prisoner who 
has Bright's disease, and used them for 
Howard. An examination of Howard 
does not reveal the slightest truce of 
Wight's di sease,

I works with good orders, are far more 
important than the speculation in ma- 
terials. 

Coke production has increased 2,600 
tons, nearly 'i 1*8 per cent, without 
change in price. Tin is stronger at 
IH. 76 centfl. and the copper output in 
May, larger than in any other mouth 
this year, has not yet lowered qnotn- 
tions, while lead is stronger. 

The demand for print cloths, for the 
first time in many months, has exceed- 
ed the week's production, aud the price 
has risen a shade, while prints and 
other grades of cotton goods are in 
slightly better demand. There is a 
more widdy distributed business iti 
woolens than was expected. Clothiers 
are buying, and as they come lute, are 
in haste. Some eastern mills have been 
in the market, but the bulk of the pur- 
chases of wool has again been by specu- 
lative houses at Boston, where almost 
10,000,000 pounds were sold, against 
6,5.') 1,800 at New York and Philadel- 
phia. Western operators still pay more 
than eastern prices warrant. 

In produce markets the fiscal year 
draws toward a dose with sUgntly 
stronger prices for com. owing to heavy 
foreign buying, and in cotton, owing to 
a better foreign demand, notwithstand- 
ing more encouraging crop reports. 
Nobody can count bales in June, but 
the outlook is so far favorable that few 
make large ventures against the yield 
exceeding »,000,000 bales. 

Wheat has hoisted nearly 2 cents, but 
fell about as much, closing one-fourth 
higher for the week, in spite of reduced 
western receipts and Atlantic exports. 
Except reports from winter wheat re- 

fions west of Ohio had much influence, 
at still more the great, but really un- 
known increase of spring wheat acreage 
with exceptional prospects thus far. In 
two weeks of June. Atlantic reports of 
wheat and flour have been equal to 
4,977,6fi8 bushels, against 6,810,888 ItMt 
year. 

Failures for the week hove been 198 
in the United States, against 876 last 
year, and 86 in Canada, against 88 last 
year.

At 8:46 in the afternmni a tornado 
was seen approaching the city from the 
sfmthwest. The state institution for tiie 
feebletninded, containing over TOO in- 
mat( s, seemed to be directly in tho path 
(jf the storm and stringent measures 
were quickly taken to prevent a panic. 
Tho roofs of several of the buildings 
were carried uwuy and much damage 
was done about the grounds, but the TOO 
inmates were under perfect control of 
the attendants aud the threatened panic 
and great loss of life was averted.

In the cowbarn 
were huddled 26 persons, including the 
superintendent of the farm, Jacob Wil- 
mot. 94 pupils and an attendant. The 
barn was wrenched from its founda- 
tions and torn to pieces. Four of the 
pupils were instantly killed. The others, 
with the exception of the superintend- 
ent, escaped serious injury, and were 
t-hortly rescued from the debris. 

The tornado passed on to the northeMt.

Joe Grime.*, well known to the people 
of thia city, is just back f romlt alx montb'a 
toar of I'.iirope.

hicycle heside hini. He was Joseph W; 
(irimes, of Cleveland, Ohio, returning 
from a six months' bicycle toar of Eu- 
rope. He weifjhs .MO po'inds, is but 
twenty-ei^'ht jears old. and has ridden 
the hicycle for three years past. He will 
stay for a few days at the Cosmopolitan 
Hotel. '1 wheel to keep down my 
wei;..'ht,' he said with a chuckle, and then 
he showed a French paper, in which, 
with a wealth of red and blue coloring, 
he is dejiicted on his wheel, with a i .ip- 
tion calling him 'Baby Joe,' and an article 
in which is described the passing of as- 
tonished (T<>wd< hefore him at tbo rooont 
bicycle review in Paris. 

"This Colossus of bicycle roads has 
the fresh, healthy (■oni])lexion of a child, 
hut his si/e is simply aiiiialling. Wlien 
he laughs it is like a mountain shaken 
hy an earthquake ; when he sneezes it is 
an eruption of Vesuvius. He rides a 
specialty built wheel. 

"He is jolly, as fat men are supposed 
to l)e, and delights in talking of himself 
and his size. 'My chest measure is 
sixty-one inches. I have a waist of sixty- 
three inches. My thighs measara forty- 
two inches, and my calves twenty-six 
inches. Calves! Ho, ho, ho! They're 
big enough to call 'em cows!

Thought { was a runaway locomotive, 
you know, the aiao and momentum wore 
so great."

The jiroeeediiiK's in the Counly Court seem to 
he regular and not suli'eet to be set a^ide or re- 
versed for any reason except the fact as fotiiid by 
the Circuit Court It must be eoiieeded that the 
testimony heard in the Circuit Court tended 
s ronnly to establish the mental incapacity of 
said Wilson, ami if in fact he was not coinpcient 
to elect whether saiil property ^Imul l be c on- 
demnned for twenty years or in feehiKcummittee 
or real r> presentatlT* SbOOld b« permitted tO 
iiiakc the eiection. 

We undersland Ilie judRment of the Clr«uit 
Court, when properly r-onsj,!, red. to mean a re 
vcrsal only of the judKiio iit ( oiiiirming the ver- 
dict of the jury returned under the writ of «d 
quod damnum and directing tbat a new writ be 
issued, and the proceedings of the condemnation 
to be had as though no verdict had erer been 
rendered, and tbat the parties entitled to the 
election be permitted to elect whether the con- 
demnation should be for twenty years or in fee, 
and upon their failure to elect condemnation 
will be In fee. It docs not appear that the Circuit 
Conrt gave any weight to the testimony as to the 
value of the land coademned, or the proper 
manner of estimating the value thercol, hcDce 
wejieed uot express any opinion as to that tiues- 
tion. Judgment alllrmed.
